The magazine contains sexually explicit photographs and text presenting a man and 
woman engaged in sexual activity. Close-up photographs of male and female 
genitalia dehumanise and degrade the man and woman depicted. These depictions 
are balanced by depictions of the man and woman's entire bodies and faces. The 
degrading and dehumanising content of the magazine and its explicit nature were 
reasons for restricting its availability. 
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
